Over five hundred fire fighters, glnnn- 


cd from -the fumigation crew, tho or- 
ange picking gang, the pncking house 
ftnptoyecs. the ranchers nnd the high 
school students throughout -the upper 
Snn Gabriel valley have been rushed 
this week to tho burning slcypes of the 
Sierra Mndre mountains in the almost 
futilo hope of preventing the destruc- 
tion of the watersheds of tho .Sun Ga- 
brifcl, tho Dnlton, Sun Dimns, niid ad- 
jacent canyons. 
: 


For nearly a week a valiant fight 


has been made, but gradually and some- 
times swiftly tho rush of flames has 
driven the fire-fighters before thoiu, and 
first one slope and then .another has 
been denuded of tho vast mat of under- 
growth whichl during the past twenty 
years has been so carefully protected 
by the water users of. tho, vallby from 
destruction by fire. Small and unim- 
portant fires have broken* out from time 
to time during that period, but the 
watchful eye of the fire-warden has pro 
vented any serious*conflagral;iio-n. 
This 


is the first great fire in the Sierra Mad- 
res for a quarter of a century. 


Early on Tuesday reports were re- 


ceived that two of Southern Califor- 
nia !s Dcst'known camp resorts, Rincon 
and Follows,,'/cajnp, ip the San Oubriol 


CorlstalVio VSauhdors and City -Mariihal; 
Bowman wN» rushed up tho San Gab- 
riel, and the greater number of these 
inon are still trying to stop the rush of 
tho flames. Later1 vesports Btate that 
tho heavy firebreaks around these two 
camps had laved them from destruc- 
tion. 


At noon on Tuesday it -was staled 


that the 8an Dimas canyon was threat- 
ened. Fire-fighting crews were at once 
organized by tho officials of the San 
Antonio and San Dimns Fruit 
Ex- 


changes. Tho pickers and packorn of 
the Charter Oak Citrus Association, in 
charge of the packing house manager, 
William Hoogendyk, and B. !'-. Chow, 
were sent by trucks up the feun Dirnas 
cojiyon, following the road up tho wost 
fork of the canyon as far as tho trucks 
could go. There they wore joiuod by n 
large contingent of Pomona high school 
students, and the entire party was plac- 
ed under the command of 8. B. Clifton 
and J. W. Rogers, forest rangers. A 
c.Hmb to the ridge nhowed that there 
was no immediate danger to the Ban 
Dimns, nnd a greater portion of the 
men weri> transferred at onco to the 
Dulton, wliere a light largely in favor 
•of the fire was maintained all night. 
Those nu'.n were later relieved by largo 
forces from Claremoiit aud other points. 
The Charter Oak men were accompan- 
ied by Mrs. J.' D. White- of Charter Oak 
nnd her .sister, Mis* Chrom; White, who 
established a cookin;.; cuiii|i HO that tiny 
exhausted fighters could lie supplied 
with coffee, sandwiches, mid other sub- 
stantial food.

the Shrine auditorium in Los Angeles 
last Saturday night camo away with- 
out any doubts but that the great co*e- 
nant of the League of Nations will be 
adopted by this country. 


There are a few always in the world 


who do not dare to be on the popiflar 
side. This is because of a fallacy that 
the masses are invariably in the wrong. 
This is a survival of the days of kings 
and serfs. 
That the people arc right 


in this case, and that generally, when 
correctly informed they are more prone 
to be rigkt than wrong, is indicated by 
the concerted nnd concentrated sup- 
port of the average man nnd. woman to 
President Wilson and the League of 
Nations. 


Covina people who listened to the 


crowd of 8000 people and who listened 
to President Wilson were convinced by 
logic, by moral power nnd by emotion- 
alism that the President is ri<;lit—not 
that tJiey had not been convinced be- 
fore, but that they reconsccrntcd them- 
selves that night to an advocacy of the 
adoption of this great document. 


Last Saturday night in the Shrine 


auditorium was the greatest moment 
from the historical standpoint that 
Southern California has over directly 
participated in. Brains and opportun- 
ity have combined to make President 
Wilson the greatest instrument for pro- 
gress ever made in America. His tri- 
umph! has already come. The people of 
tho United States have ratified the 
treaty and the covenant of the League 
of Nations. It only remains for the 
United States senate to record by its 
vote tho will >of the people. 


Wo stall not enter into an argument 


concerning any point in the covenant, 
for the day of debate has passed. 
Any 


man and woman who has not read the 
president's daily arguments and rejoin- 


rrs cannot be convinced or eve?i made 
temporarily 
attentive 
by 
anything 


which, might be sot forth in this col- 
umn. The president has effectually dis- 
posed xof every criticism, of the cove- 
nant, and while the people agree with 
him wh«n he says that the covenant 
is not without flaws, they also believe 
with him when he argues that it should 
be put into effect and amended after- 
ward. 


The Argus cannot possibly reach the 


car of those senators who are opposing 
the ratification of this covenant. But, 
in the case of Senator Thomas, for in- 
stance, he should have the grace to 
resign his position if he cannot, ns he 
says, conscientiously support the cove- 
nant. Giving him the best of it—thnt 
his objections are 
based 
on 
honest 


scruples nnd not upon bias and jeal- 
ousy (he is a Democrat) he should In- 
asked to resign by his constituents 
who have been urging him in vniu to 
change his mind. This is not mere de- 
bate on some domestic question that 
will pass into history us nil incident 
of • the 
time. 
Tt is the great t u r n i n g 


point in all history, the beginning of 
the new nnd the rolegntion of the old. 
Public 111*11 who cannot get right with 
the desires of tho people at this time 
nnd who are conscientious, should re- 
sign nnd remain for all their remaining 
time here in private life. This is said 
without prejudice and without animus. 
As for those senators who are attempt- 
ing to defeat the convenant because of 
personal jealousy nnd desire for poli- 
tical preferment, they will remain in 
office undoubtedly until tJie people can 
get around them and attend to their 
case. 


It is a wonderful thing to be alive 


in this day and age. and to have even 
tho smallest part in assisting in the 
adoption of the magna ch'arta of the 
human race. The time is crucial and 
throbbing with the portent of uncount- 
ed centuries to come.

Prices Is Predicted 


Alfred W. McCann. one of tho great- 


est food exports in this country, is of 
tho opinion thnt the bottom is duo to 
ilrop out of tho glutted markets of 
Amorica. 
Overproduction, 
speculation 


and profiteering will bring about !tho 
reaction,' according to this* writer; ' 


Other writers nnd investigators are 


of the same opinion. 
Ttocy point to 


tho tremendous food 
surplus 
piling 


mountain high in the warehouses of 
tho country. 


That a collapse of inflated values is 


sure to come within a short time is the 
prediction of these investigators. 
The 


law of "supply and demand" in being 
held in abeyance by the sheer will of 
these gamblers in foodstuffs, who dare 
not dump their products on tliX3 market 
without sustaining a staggering loss, 
they declare. 


The army and navy are endeavoring 


to rid their stores of foodstuffs. pur- 
chased in anticipation of a prolonged 
war. 
The surplus property division at 


Watshington, D. C., has been advertis- 
ing the sale of millions of pounds of 
frozen meats. At the same time more 
than 300,000,000 pounds of meat are 
going into storage every month in tho 
United States. 


This great overproduction, resulting 


from tho war stimulation, is not boin'g 
consumed. The great American public 
learned to economise, 
in 
fact, 
was 


forced to economize, during our parti- 
cipation in the war—and is still living 
on a war basis. 


And not only meats are piling up in 


unheard of quantities, but dairy pro- 
ducts are filling the warehouses. Last 
spring speculators, hoping for a tre- 
mendous European market, fairly out- 
bid ono another in purchasing butter 
and eggs. 


Mr. McCnnn declares that specula- 


tors paid 35 cents a dozen for April 
eggs. 
Insurance and storage charges 


Kavo adiled 10 cents a dozen to the 
price, so that the storage article now 
represents an investment of at least 45 
cents n, dozen. 


"On tlit; warehouse receipts covering 


these stored cg^s the banks loaned thr 
operators us much as the ej;gs would 
staml, r u n n i n g all the way up to SO per 
cent of the original cost," says Mr. 
McCann. "With the.-H; loans th.e opera- 
tors went out and bought ID ore eggs, 
and ont their warehouse receipt.-* of the 
second batch secured other loans with
